They are not 
gathered and placed iii 
the market as are water 
cress, spinach, and aspar­ 
agus. A hunch of tender 
shoots of the milk weed 
cooked and dressed with 
a sauce like asparagus 
will be found especially 
good at this season. 
All we need to do, to have a splen­ 
did blood purifier this spring, Is to go 
out and gather the greens. 
Hoi! them 
until nearly tender In botling water— 
Just as little as possible— then add 
salt and finish cooking. 
Drain, cut 
several times with a sharp knife, pour 
over melted butter, pork fat, ham or 
bacon fat and serve them very hot.
